“I don’t know what you want me for. 
This is George Burns’ part,’ he told 
producer/director Steven Stern after

key, and it would be kind of gimmicky if 
he went back to college.” 

"So my agent asked me to reread the 


cided they were right and I was wrong. It 
was my type of role, and I liked the 
humor and warmth of it." 

“The Undergrads” fared so well that 
Carney signed for a second Disney 
Channel movie, “Blue Yonder,’ now in 
production. He plays a former flying ace 
of the Lindbergh era. But for all his pro- 
fessional exposure, Carney shies away 
from publicity about himself. 

“To be honest, I don’t like to be inter- 
viewed,” he good-naturedly told a Disney 
Channel Magazine writer during a tele- 
phone conversation. “I get tied up, and 
groping for words, and all of a sudden 
my memory fails me sometimes. I never 
know how the thing will turn out.” 

“The thing” usually turns out nicely, 
with Carney's interviewers expressing 
warm opinions of their subject. But 
along the way, attempting to describe 
him, they note that he's a loner, quiet, 
shy, an introvert at heart, a difficult 
communicator, a happy hypochondriac, 


script, which I did,’ Carney says. “I de- ` 


given to chronic depression. As these 
words are repeated to him, Carney 
laughs between each one. 

“I am introverted by nature,” he ad- 
mits. “I’m not a gregarious, outgoing 
person. Never have been, for some rea- 
son or other. I guess my extrovert qual- 
ities come out in my work. About the 
chronic depression, I wouldn’t say I’m 
depressed all the time. I have my mo- 
ments when I get a little down in the 
dumps. But everybody does, and I’m not 
too much of a mixer. As I’ve gotten older 
Im enjoying my home (in Westbrook, 
Conn.) with my wife and kids and six 
grandchildren. I’m now 66 and getting 
lazier by the week. Once in a while 
though, something comes along that I 
want to take a shot at, and I do it.” 

“The Undergrads,’ a comedy drama 
brimming with life and love, casts Carney 
in a familiar role as a likable old codger. 

“My first real break in motion pictures 
was ‘Harry and Tonto’ I was fortunate 
enough to win an Oscar for that one,” he 
explains. “At the time—let’s see—I was in 
my fifties, and playing a retired school 
teacher of 72. At first I turned it down. I 
didn't know whether I'd be believable. 
But I tackled it, and it did a lot of good 
things for me. I went on to play an over- 
the-hill private eye in “The Late Show; 
which to my way of thinking was one of 
the best jobs I’ve ever done. I played an 
old bank robber in ‘Going in Style. I 
played old men in ‘A Doctor's Story, “You 
Can't Take It With Yow’ and “The Night 
They Saved Christmas’ on TV. And I’ve 
just done a ‘Love Boat’ with Lucille Ball. 

“I get a lot of calls for these elderly 
parts.” 

Carney began his career in 1937 as a 
mimic, a side-act entertainer with 
Horace Heidt’s big band. His movie 
debut came in 1941 when Heidt and the 
band appeared with James Stewart and 
Paulette Goddard in “Pot O' Gold” He 
moved into radio, and after a stint in the 
army, into the burgeoning (1948) TV in- 
dustry. In 1951 he bowed on Jackie 
Gleason’s show as Ed Norton, a lovable 
slob, in a sketch entitled “The Hon- 
eymooners.” For 20 years Art Carney was

identified with that character in the 
minds, eyes, and even the hearts of tele- 
vision audiences. 

But although he had won five Emmys 
by the early 1970s, and had starred in 
vaudeville, radio, and five Broadway 
shows, Carney wanted to act in motion 
pictures. Three years after the final air- 
ing of “The Honeymooners” series in 
1971, he launched himself in “Harry and 
Tonto.” Which brings us more or less up 
to date. 

“And right now I’ve got nothing to re- 
port,’ he says. “I’ll go back to Westbrook 
when I finish ‘Blue Yonder: I'll get up in 
the morning, go uptown, get the papers, 
come back and have breakfast. Then, if 
she wants something, I'll do a few er- 
rands for my wife. By then it'll be time 
for lunch. 

"I love that place of ours. We're right 
on the beach on Long Island Sound. It's a 
summer house which we rented in '55, 
bought in '56, and winterized for year- 
round living. I don't do much around

there except rake the lawn once in a 
while. I'm very good at doing nothing. 
I'm a great loafer. 

“I spend a lot of time with the family, 
do my share of baby sitting and getting 
the grandkids to and from school. 

“An actor doesn't have to live in Hol-. 
lywood or New York anymore to keep 
working. At least I don't. The longest I 
spent in New York City was about 10 
years. Every so often I thought I was get- 
ting used to it, then I realized how much 
I disliked it. The city is just too busy, and 
it costs you a fortune in cab fare just to 
get around. 

"My agent sends me two or three 
scripts to read during the month. If I get 
a call to go to California, I drive up to 
Hartford which is an hour away, and get 
on a plane. We're not really lost in the 
woods out there.” 8

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Hard to believe, 
but Mickey Rooney’s 
been around longer 
than Mickey Mouse. 
By the time the 
Mouse made his 
movie debut in 1928, 
the Mick was already 
an eight-year-old 
veteran of vaudeville 
and two-reel com- 
edies. The Mouse 
went on to star in 121 
films; the Mick has 
made almost 200 of 
them. They have 
grown older and 
plumper together, 
but unlike Mickey 
Mouse, Mickey 
Rooney has been 
married eight times, 
has made and lost a 
couple of fortunes, 
and continues to 
keep more irons in 
the fire than the 
village blacksmith. 

The 5-foot-3 
Napoleon of show 
business, whom 
you'll see on The 
Disney Channel this 
month in “Pete’s 
Dragon, is presently 
completing his fifth 
year of touring the 
country in a musical 
memory of bur- 
lesque called “Sugar Babies.” 

“Then well take it abroad; Rooney 
said during a telephone interview. 
“Meanwhile I have Mickey Rooney’s 
Delicious to worry about, and an update 
autobiography to write.” 

Rooney’s Delicious is the newest of 
various non-theatrical ventures to which 
Mickey has lent his name. This one’s a 
restaurant in Fort Lee where, he said, he 
brings “California gourmet taste to New 
Jersey" The menu includes Elizabeth 
Taylor Chili, Claudette Coleslaw and 
Lana Tunafish.

launch Rooney's Delicious nationwide. 
Mickey wrote and published his life 
story in 1965. “But,” he said, “a lot has 
happened since then.” For one thing, his 
career began flourishing again after a 
downswing that started when he left 
MGM, his home studio, in 1948. With 
awesome self-confidence, he formed his 
own production company and promptly 
went broke. The next several years were 
a struggle. In 1962 he filed for bank- 
ruptcy, revealing he had nothing left of 


$12 million he'd earned. However, by the . 


mid-1960s, when his book ends, he was 


back in stride as a 
character actor. 

In 1976 Rooney 
commenced a three- 
year stint at the 
Disney Studio. Oddly, 
he never knew Walt, 
although Disney fig- 
ured in his child- 
hood. *Walt was a 
friend of my 
mother, he said. “I 
was six, and doing 
the Mickey McGuire 
comedies. There was 
a little studio down 
the street from 
where we lived, and 
my mother used to 
talk with a young fel- 
low there who was 
making animated 
cartoons. His name 
was Walt Disney.” 
Mickey finally got 
around to working 
for the company 
when he was cast as a 
tipsy lighthouse 
keeper in "Pete's 
Dragon." In 1977 
Mickey supplied the 
voice of Tod the fox 
in Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions’ animated 
feature, “The Fox 
and the Hound.” The 
following year, after 
- completing *Dono- 
van's Kid" for the studio, Mickey an- 
nounced his retirement from acting. 
Hardly anybody took him seriously 
though, and within a year he was back at 
work. Now he is picking up his pen to 
cover events in his life over the past two 
decades. 

“Tve been married to Jan Stephenson, 
a singer, for 10 years,” he said. “I have 10 
children and two grandchildren. I'm a 
churchgoer, and I lead a Christian life. 
Im a non-smoker and non-drinker. 
I am writing about a new and different 
Mickey Rooney.” V

NV come from? According to 
IN Peggy Christianson and Pam 


Hansen, key members of our program 
development department, the origin of 
“Dumbo’s Circus” (see page 13) can be. 
traced to a snowbound taxicab in 
Canada. 

“Peggy and I were attending a meeting 
in Toronto when our cab got caught in 
the worst snowstorm in 40 years,” Pam 
says. “There we were, stranded in 
bumper-to-bumper traffic on the free- 
way. To pass the time, we began coming 
up with ideassfor.a children’s series, 
something on the order of ‘Welcome to 
Pooh Corner’ which could feature 
characters created expressly for The 
Disney Channel. 

“We agreed that circuses were highly 
popular with kids. We remembered that 
Walt Disney had at one time put a circus 
in Disneyland. We knew that Dumbo was 
a beloved and recognizable cartoon 
character. By the time we got back to the 
hotel 3% hours later, we had the idea for 
‘Dumbo’s Circus’ clearly in mind.”

Upon returning from Toronto, Peggy 
and Pam brought in Ken Anderson and 
Bob Moore, both veteran Disney artists, 
to design the characters. The stars of the 
little big top would be Dumbo, who flies 
his traveling circus from place to place in 
a gypsy wagon; Lionel, an inventive lion 
and Dumbo’s sidekick; Barnaby, a 
bumbling clown dog determined to be a 
magician; Lilli, a glamorous high-wire 
cat; Q.T., a weight-lifting orangutan and 
master of the steam calliope; Sebastian, a 
lazy, scheming alley cat; and Fair Dink- 
um, the ringmaster koala. Anderson and 
Moore spent many hours and threw 
away countless sketches before arriving 
at the final delineation of those animal 
performers. 

The job of bringing them to life was 
handed to producer Frank Brandt, who 
had overseen the construction of the 
puppetronic cast of “Welcome to Pooh 
Corner.” 

“We gave the sketches to sculptors, cos- 
tumers, technicians and machinists who 
would turn them into full-sized, three- 
dimensional puppetronic figures,”

Brandt says. “These new characters are 
the ultimate in state-of-the-art technol- 
ogy. They are costumes, made of soft 
foam, with built-in electronic circuitry. 
When worn by actors equipped with spe- 
cial receivers, they are capable of an as- 
tonishing range of gestures and facial 
expressions. This combination of human 
movements and electronic activation is 
called puppetronics. And it’s puppe- 
tronics that brings Dumbo and his circus 
performers to life on camera.” 

As a cartoon character, Dumbo never 
spoke. In this new series however, the 
blue-eyed elephant with the outsized 
ears is never at a loss for words, thanks to 
a vocal artist named Katie Leigh. 

“And now that he can talk, Dumbo is 
able to lead his circus troupe on merry 
adventures where the accent is on com- 
edy, music, and lively entertainment,” 
Pam says. 

“In future shows they'll visit fanciful 
places like Land of the Giants and Can- 
dyland, and meet all kinds of odd people, 
some of whom speak only in rhyme and 
others who speak only in jokes.” y
